in a a article upon the epidemic 
of influenza, says: 
‘Thera is now no doubt that Influenza, 
or w hat is popularly known as *the g rip ,’ 
has become epidemic in this city and is 
Scattered broadcast over the country. 
It 
is also quite evident that its general char­ 
acteristics correspond with those noted in 
connection with the prevailing type of the 
malady in Bassia, Germany, and France. 
Fortunately it is of such a mild type that, 
save for its invasion of large districts and 
for the large number of persons attacked, 
it would scarcely be noticed In the cate­ 
gory of ailments connected with the usual 
ones which occur duriog the winter months 
associated with rapid and varied changes 
of tem perature and humidity. 
“ The type of the present epidemic par­ 
takes more of the febrile aud nervous 
variety than that of the purely catarrhal. 
The lh creased tem perature in the begin­ 
ning of the attack, with the severe pains 
lu the head, back, and lower extremities, 
are the leading phenomena which are 
noted in the large m ajority of cases. 
Only In a comparatively few instances are 
the coryzal symptoms the leading features 
of the seizure. 
This latter is, perhaps, a 
fortunate circumstance, in view of the 
generally accapted opinion concerning the 
greatly exaggerated danger of bronchitis 
and pneumonia as necessary complications. 
“ The reports of the fatality or the dis­ 
ease, as might have been expected, hare 
been very much exaggerated. 
P articu­ 
larly does this rem ark 
apply to the 
alarm lug reports of the recent death rate 
in Paris. 
In point of fact, there is no 
disease with such a wide prevalence which 
has such a comparatively low mortality. 
In this country, at least, there is yet to be 
reported the first case of death which can 
be laid to a pure and simple attack or tho 
disease. 
Even the serious complications 
are so few as scarcely to merit recognition 
alongside of those which are constantly 
occurring with the usual diseases of the 
•jason.* *

R epresentatives of the Grower* Refora the 
Ways and Means Com m ittee. 
W ashington, Jan. 
3.—Thursday*• ses­ 
sion of the w a n and means committee rn* 
devoted to the wool-growers. 
George H. 
W aller*of Missouri read a proper *d paper 
abounding with statistics to demonstrate 
the necessity for maintaining the duties on 
imported wool and the imperfections of the 
present classification. 
Ile suggested aa 
adjustable tariff, which would diminish 
when wool was scarce and high iii price 
and increase when it was plentiful aod 
low. 
He claimed th at tho actual ro^t of 
producing wool in Missouri was ‘JO cents a 
pound, and that there was no profit in the 
business. 
F. B. Bennett of Poston, editor of the 
American Wool Reporter, said that two 
petitions would be presented to Congress, 
one signed by SHO persons in favor of free 
wool, and tbs other signed by 206 persons 
in favor of an ad valorem duty in place of 
the present specific duty. 
No effort had 
been made to ascertain the politic* of the 
signers, but among the name* attached to 
the ad valorem petition were those of tho 
largest merchants and m anufacturers in 
the country.

forever. There have been several des- 
perate attempts made to steal or

the secret, but in every instance it has 
resulted in the death of tho would-bo 
traitor. 
In one case a letter attached 
to a kite. which was allowed to escape,

The Fire Patrol Company Lose 
One of 
their 
Handsome 
Horses in the Run. 


An alarm of fire w u turned in at 6:12 
o'clock this morning from box 52, lo­ 
cated at the corner if Center and West­ 
ern avenue?, which called the depart­ 
ment to the email one-and-a-half story 
frame at 301 Linn street, owned by Miss 
Emily Pkellv, rod oocnpied by Julius 
Schilling. The root and upper part of 
the house w m enveloped in [tiarnee when 
the department arrived. 
The fire w u 
soon extinguished. 
The lose on the 
building is estimated at about $125 or 
$150, which is insured for $350 With 
Simeon Strauss. Mr. Schilling's loss is 
estimated at about $25, with no insur­ 
ance. His damage w u caused by the 
removal Af household effeot?, and the 
owning of a few articles in the upper 
part of (he building, such as teds and 
bedding. 
The [bouse wm an old one, having 
been ereoted by the late John Shelly in 
1849. yet it WM in very good condition 
for bo old a building. 
The fire w m o a u e e d b y a d e fe c tiv e pipe 
passing tbrorgh the chamber floor. 
In making the*rnn to this tire the Fire 
Patrol oompany met with a great mii- 
fortnne in losing one of their horses, 
wbioh dropped dead at the oorner of 
Weetein avenae and Linn street, jolt as 
the company w u nesting tie scene of 
the Are. The team had made a splendid 
ran c f nearly one mile, following dose 
in the rear of No. 2 hose carriage. When 
Mr, Bani age, the driver, tamed from 
Cherry street into Western avenae be 
noticed that ••Billy” commenced t y lag. 
bat teing within two blocks of the firs 
he thought nothing senoas of this, and 
oommenoed nrgeiug his team. Reaching 
Li un street, and while making the tarn in­ 
to that street rod within one bleck of the 
fire, “ Billy” stumbled and fell, and when 
Mr, Barnage got down to him be was 
dead. The wagon bad only five men in 
it st the time, and the ran w u nothing 
more than the usual speed for that dis­ 
tance. The horse had been considered 
very delicate, bat was a very showy ani 
mal, and 
w m a favorite 
with the 
oompany. 
He was valued at two hun­ 
dred dollars, the oompany payiug that 
amount for bim last spring. 
It is sup­ 
posed be was enbjtol to 
heart dis­ 
ease. 
At 7:55, just about the time most of 
the firemen were at breakfast, another 
alarm wm turned in from box43, loca*ed 
at the oorner of Booth Academy and 
Washington street?, calling the depart­ 
ment to the scene cf the same fire. A 
little saw dost packed in between the 
••adding, had ignited, and some one of 
the neighbors instead cf throwing a pail 
or two of water on the little fire, sum­ 
moned the department to another mile 
ran. The boys got there again in gaud 
time. No additional damage.

horse. The citizens are not called upon 
to contribute a dollar by tax or other 
wise. The only revenue received by the 
Fire Patrol to compensate them for this 
outlay is the fire insurance premium tax 
paid by the insurance companies aud cot 
by the city. The company is composed 
of business men who hold themselves 
in readiness at all times to aid in saving 
propeity from fire rod water. It is high 
time that tbia nontense about the "gen­ 
tlemen patrol" be dropped, m all the 
members are jaat as ready to take their 
ehanoe in fire, water and amoke aa any 
other of the members cf the fire depart 
ment. 
T ie company expect to pnrohMe 
ani table horse for about two hundred 
dollars, and for this purpose an assess 
ment of ten dollars will be levied on each 
of the twenty members composing the 
oompany. 
It is thought the committee 
will be able to procure the new horse by 
this evening.

A W haling Captain Brings Stories o f 
S t r a n g e Land In the P olar Sea. 
Capt. George B. Leavitt of the whaling 
ship Spy of the Pacific Steam Whaling 
company is in Portland, Maine, visiting 
his mother, having recently arrived from 
Alaska, where he has been for the last five 
years. 
Ha brings the first news of what 
may possibly be the discovery of an un­ 
known land many miles north of Alaska. 
For some time, Capt. 
Leavitt says, the 
natives in Northern Alaska and on the 
small islands in that vicinity have been 
telling stories of an unknown land to the 
far north. 
Many of the other inhabitants 
stoutly maintain that there tea larger land 
north that no man has ever discovered, 
and that it is not down on any of the 
many maps of the arctic region. 
Bat 
Capt. Leavitt’s story about the discovery 
is that during the cruise of one of the 
vessels of the whaling fleet, which van 
tured many miles further north than any 
others a few years ago, her officers dis­ 
covered a land, that coaid not be found on 
any of the charts or accounted for in any 
other way. 
A gale drove the vessel fax 
north along the shore of the land, bat the 
season was so late that they did not stop 
to explore, desiring to get south as soon aa 
the gale subsided. 


H ow Gold Rings Are Made. 
Gold rings are made from bars nine 
to fifteen inches long. 
One of these 
bars fifteen inches long, two inches 
wide, and three-sixteenths of an inch 
thick is worth $1,000 and will make 
300 four-pennyweight rings. 
A dozen 
processes and twenty minutes’ time are 
required to convert this bar into mer­ 
chantable rings. 
First, a pair of 
shears cuts the bar into strips; then, 
by the turn of a wheel, a guillotine­ 
like blade attached to the machine cuts 
the bar into slices one-sixteenth, two- 
sixteenths, or three-sixteenths of an 
Inch wide. 
A rolling machine next 
presses out the slices and makes them 
either flat or grooved. 
Each strip is 
then put under a blow-pipe and an­ 
nealed. 
The oxide of copper comes to 
the surface and it is put into a pickle 
of sulphuric acid, after which the gold 
is stamped “ 14k,” “ 16k,” “18k,'” *’ac- 
cording to quality. 
Next it is put 
through a machine which bends it into 
the shape of a ring of the size desired. 
The ends are then soldered with an 
alloy of inferior fineness to the quality 
Of the ring. 
Many people think rings 
are molded because they can't see 
where they are soldered. 
The ring 
spins through the turning-lathe, is 
rounded, pared, and polished, first 
with steel filings, then with tripoli and 
rouge.

The costume, or uniform, consists 
of a skirt of dark livery coach blo*, green 
or brown, with plain front and pleats at 
the back; a waistcoat of the same cloth, 
with fine crosswise lines of red braid and a 
coat cut away in front and covering the 
hips. 
Metal livery buttons are used on 
the coat and waistcoat; A small white 
cap, stiff white collar and cuffs and • 
white cravat complete the asctre.
